Pew is reported by close friends 
to have finally decided to throw 
his millions behind his fellow 
Philadelphian Roberta as the ideal 
choice for the repu blican party 
and the only man who cou ld de­ 
feat Roo.sevclt, shou ld he ru n for 
a fou rth tenn. 
Pew, who controls the Su n Oil 
and Su n Ship millions, has not 
been renowned for his su ccess as 
a political picker in the past. 
Nevertheless, his political influ ­ 
ence in Pennsylvania—a highly 
important 
key 
state—is 
now 
greater than that of any other 
man, and his power inside GOP 
smoke-filled cou ncils is not to be 
sneezed at. 
Pew was not too enthu siastic a 
Willkie man at the last GOP con­ 
vention in Philadelphia, and has 
not 
been 
since. 
However, 
his 
grooming of Ju stice Roberts, ac­ 
cording to friends, is not aimed 
entirely at blocking Willkie. 
He figu res that the GOP con­ 
vention is likely to reach a dead­ 
lock between Willkie and Dewey, 
and that a safe, sou nd middle-of- 
the-road candidate will then be 
needed to step in. 
In the opinion of Joe Pew, Ju s­ 
tice Roberts fills that role. He has 
su pported the president’s foreign 
policies, has cooperated with the 
white hou se in probing the Pearl 
Harbcv scandal, and was not as 
mu ch of a bitter-ender as other 
repu blican Su preme cou rt Ju stices 
in opposing New Deal philoso­ 
phies. Roberts is also a forcefu l 
speaker, 
tall, 
handsome, 
and 
shou ld be a good campaigner. 
From a physical viewpoint his 
only handicap is his age. 
World Peace Promoter 
Ju stice Roberts has always su f­ 
fered from a slight tou ch 
of 
"presidentitia” 
and 
was talked 
abou t as repu blican candidate a.s 
far back as 19 36. Recently he has 
been called to the white hou se 
for conferences abou t the idea of 
heading u p a non-partisan com­ 
mission which wou ld begin now 
to stu dy post-war peace. 
The president’s idea is to select 
a repu blican to head this peace 
planning grou p so that he cou ld 
not be accu sed of playing poli 
tics; also so there wou ld be re 
pu blican su pport for the peace 
treaty. The president considered 
Roberts the ideal man for this 
Job, wanted him to help in head 
ing off what befell Woodrow 
Wilson. 
Whit* hou se intimates expected 
this plan to go throu gh somt time 
ago. 
It may be, however, that 
Joe Pew’s ambitions for Ju stice 
Roberts have sidetracked it, Ob 
viou sly the Ju stice cou ld not af 
ford to get himself into a position 
where he was serving the presi 
dent and then ru nning against 
him. 
Non-CoBlroverslal HtfidenMm 
Leon Henderson, too tou gh ex 
OPAdministrator who some peo 
pie wish was back on the Job 
will go on the radio soon. Before 
his contract was signed, his pro 
gram was offered to Colu mbia

than d evelopmen ts followin g other wars wihen the 
d eman d for materials created a feverish post-war 
period an d materials of all d escription s comman d ed 
a prwn ium. 
This recen t legislative session en acted a law 
makin g women eligible for jury d uty.

Sin ce the fall of Fran ce 
in the summer of 1940, on ly the n arrow strip of 
the En glish chan n el has* separated Hitler from the 
British Isles. 
Un d er aerial warfare it was a a 
sin ister threat, an d a grave han d icap to British 
war prod uction , with n azi airfield s less than 30 
min utes away from the bulk of British factories, 
British commun ication s, an d British po^ts. 
But it should n ot be forgotten that Britain has 
a larger material stake in the Orien t than the 
Un ited States. 
The British have lost all of their 
con cession s in Chin a, Japan ese troops stan d poised 
through the con quest of Burma upon the fron tiers 
of the treasure house of In d ia, Malaya is gon e, an d 
islan d possession s in the southw'est Pacific. 
It Isn ’t sheer sen timen tality that commits the 
British to that pled ge. 
No other people in the 
world have a greater material In terest in the d e­ 
feat of the Japan ese program of eastern con quest 
than the British.

Dirt harbors organisms that cause 
spoilage, so make sure tiie food is 
washed thoroughly clean. 
blanch oil vegetablc&s (except toma­ 
toes) m sleotn to stop enzymatic acticn; 


set the color, save vitamins, and improve 
tlie flavor. 
Make sure your fars are in perfect con­ 
dition, free from cracks and nicks. This 
is necessary for a perfect seal. Don't use 
old rubber rings because tiiey are not 
safe. 
These arm 
tools you'll need: Good 
cooking utensils wltli tight-fitting lids, 
measuring cups, a wire basket, bowls, 
colander, large spoons, a sharp knife or 
two, plenty of clean towels, dishclotlis 
and pot holders, and plenty of both hot 
and cold water, ft wide-moutlied iuimel 
and a clamp for handling jars will help. 
Make sure your jars are sterili2ed and 
kept sterile before putting food in tliem. 
Uds and rubber rings should also p© 
sterilized.
